There is recorded in the Old Testa-

proved worthy, and such an example 
of selection might prove of value to- 
day in our human governments. 

It is a fit task for Christian Scien- 
tists today in their so-called pubtic 
relationship, to understand that there 
are better things to ‘tbe had in public 
service and that the better things 
will come when our thinking and 
acting make them _ possible. 


Universal commendation of public 
service will surely exalt it, while 
‘ust as surely will condemnation de- 
base it. This is clearly proven in 
our country’s attitude toward the 
oresidency.

SALVATION 

The chjection is sometimes mada 
to Christian Science, that it is con- 
cerned only with the healing of the 
sick, and offers no plan of salvation 
from sin. If this were true, then in- 
deed might one hesitate to embrace 
a faith that offered no hope for eter- 
nity, 

No religicus teaching can be purer 
Or more wholesome or deal more 
drastically with the sin than does 
Christian Science. It does teach the 
nothingness and powerlessness of so« 
called sin, and therefore holds con- 
stantly before a man the Possibiliy 
of his escape from the claim of sin, 
just as he is offered escape from the 
claim of sickness. Christian Science 
does not teach us to ignore sickness, 
but positively to dispute its claim, 
and understanding its nothingness, 
rise above it and destroy it. It does 
not teach us to ignore sin, nor does 
it teach that men may continually 
indulge in sin without harm simply 
because it is reality powerless. The 
apostle says, “The strength of sin 
is the law.” that is, the human be- 
lief that there is pleasure, pain or 
profit in the material senses. It°‘is 
not difficult to show men ‘he odious- 
ness of sin and the unpr-fito’-leness 
thereof. The difficulty is in hold- 
ing the attention of mortals to this 
truth. 

The most persistent sinner knows 
that sin is unprofitable, but under 
the mesmerism of the world’s ma- 
terial thought, he forgets easily and 
in the thought of the Proverb writer 
he returneth as a fool to his folly. 

Christion Science engages a man’s 
thought, shows him that his life is 
real only as it is the reflection of 
the divine Mind. It shows, of course, 
that no form of sin is, or can be 
of the divine Mind, consequently. that 
it is powerless—without authority— 
and cannot bind or hold man. 

It teaches that sin is forgiven as 
it is destroyed in one’s conscious- 
ness, that is, when one realizes that 
man is the reflection of the divine 
Mind. When this state of under- 
Standing is reached, a man does not 
need to cry out, begging for forgiv- 
eness, he knows his jis fcrgiven. 
Henceforth, he lives and moves -in a 
higher realm of thought, understand- 
ing better the significance of Paul’s 
statement “For in Him we live, and 
move, and have our being.”
